T he fam ous oi l S p rin g s Hotel, lo­ 
cated a mile west of G e tty sb u rg an i 
for some y ea rs one of th e m ost fa m ­ 
ous 
a m m e r reso rts in Pennsylvania, 
b u r n e t to th e ground about noon to ­ 
day. 
The fire originated a b ,u t 11:30 this 
m orning from a Hue in the wall be­ 
tw een the second 
and 
th ird floor. 
David S tern er, 
the custodian of the 
p ro p erty , 
live- J th ere but 
th e bla/.e 
was beyond control when Pie first saw 
it. 
Ile rescued his own good* and 
the building had little else in it. 
The blaze*when first discovered was 


i i i the rea r portion of the building but 
it soon sp rea d th ro u g h o u t the entire 
s tru c tu re and 
burne I 
rapidly 
until 
the old fra m e building was a ro arin g 
m ass of flames. 
Wide h allw ays h elp ­ 
ed to m ake d ra fts which fanned the 
fire and it w as little m ore than half 
an hour from the tim e the fire was 
first seen until 
ii had 
spread 
» 
every 
nook 
arui co rn er of the big 
stru ctu re . 
It m ade a w onderful 
sight for ;t 
pro g ressed mo rapidly th a t the flames 
w ere shooting 
up around the eujmla 
l»efore any p a rt 
of the building had 
fallen and th e plarv was practically 
all ablaze at one tim e. 
The flames m ounted high into the 
air a n i the fire could be seen from, a 
g r e a t distance. P ersons living in th a t 
section drove over th e d rifted r>ads 
and th ro u g h fields 
to w itness 
the 
spectacle hut th in g s were ae b a lly 
drift; i th a t co m p arativ ely few reach ­ 
ed th e place until it was down. 
The G etty sb u rg S p rin g s Hotel a t 
one tim e was the center of the social 
activities of a su m m e r report colony 
th a t m ade it one of the m ost fam ous 
placet in this section. 
A ca r line was 
run betw een the tow n and th e hotel 
ami for weeks in Ju n e, Ju ly , arni A u ­ 
g u st the place was gay with visitors 
from 
Pennsylvania, 
M aryland, 
a n i 
Virg nia. 
It haw been a long tim e, 
However, since it has been reg u larly 
used. 
J. A. Ring had control of it at the 
tim e of the F iftieth A n n iv ersa ry of 
the B attle of G etty sb u rg and used it 
for lodging purposes. 
Tw o y ears ago 
a com pany wa-> form ed to renovate 
and reopen ti but, a f te r som e ex ten ­ 
sive oi>eratijns a t te a rin g it out and 
p re p a rin g it for im provem ents, th:> 
was abandoned. 
N ot 
long 
ago 
the 
G etty sb u rg 
S p rin g s and Hotel C om pany went in­ 
to a receivership and Calvin G ilbert 
as receiver f >r the concern bought it 
in. 
Since then it 
has been 
stan d in g 
idle, a m onum ent to the good tim es 
of bygone days.

building and this

Som e of the rooms contain the m ost 
im p o rta n t m ilitary and naval in fo r­ 
m ation in A m erica to-day, indicating 
plans 
upon which th e camjKuign 
is 
now being conducted and how it will 
be carried on in the fu tu re.

are securely locked, how ever, and th e 
spy was denied the p ara d ise he would

The big A rm y 
truck train, loaded 
w ith w ar m aterial and bound for An 
A tlantic P ort, will leave the Lincoln 
H ighw ay a fte r 
arriv in g 
in G etty s­ 
burg and follow an o th er route, if th e 
announcem ent given out a t h ead q u ar­ 
te rs is adhered to. The train is due at 
B eaver Falls, Pennsylvania, 
to -m o r­ 
row, hut as yet th e re has been no in­ 
dication of the tim e of arriv al here. 
The story of the 
selection of this 
route fo r the tran sp o rtatio n of truck 
train s is told 
in the following from 
D etroit: 
In the face 
of extrem ely 
adverse 
w eath er 
conditions, the tw o 
United 
S tate s governm ent engineer#, re p re ­ 
sen tin g th e E ngineering Corps of the 
United S ta te s A rm y and the office of 
Public Roads, 
accom panied by ll. C. 
O sterm ann, 
Field S ecretary of 
the 
Lincoln H ighw ay 
Association, have 
com pleted the drive front D etroit to 
the A tlantic Coast, m aking a thorough 
inspection 
of roads, which m ay 
be 
used by federal truck tra n s p o rt units, 
to relieve the railroads 
of th eir p re ­ 
sen t overburden of traffic. 
In each of the sta te s trav e rsed for 
the entire distance the p a rty was a c ­ 
com panied by an official of the S tate 
H ighw ay D epartm ent, with a view to 
fac ilitatin g im m ediate im provem ents 
upon the roads in each 
sta te , by the 
states them selves. 
The drive from D etroit to Toledo 
was m ade the first day and the p arty 
then crossed Ohio to the Pennsylvania 
S tate line th ree tim es, driving o p tio n ­ 
al routes. 
Upon the first trip across 
Ohio the Lincoln Highway was stru ck 
at U pper Sandusky. 
Two o th er roads 
across the state, by way of Cleveland 
and Youngstow n, w ere also logged. 
From P ittsb u rg h ea st the Lincoln
